An Act to accelerate the hearing of Appeals under the A.D. 1885. 
Acts relating' to the Registration of Voters in Ireland in 
the year one thousand eight hundred and eighty-five. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
■with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. In the year one thousand eight hundred and eighty-five, not- Sittings of 

withstanding any enactment to the contrary, it shall be lawful for 
Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal in Ireland to commence their 
sittings for the hearing of appeals under the Acts relating to the 
registration of Parliamentary voters in Ireland on any day after 
10 the twentieth of October, to be determined by the judges constituting 
that court. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Registration Appeals (Ireland) short title. 
Act, 1885.
